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Video rentals make 
comeback under new name

The neon lights on this 
town’s video store will 
flicker back on this week 
as Movie Experts takes 
over from the now 
defunct Movie Gallery 
franchise. 

Over 100 Movie Gallery 
stores in Canada closed in 
early August after a six- 
w'eek bid by the company 
to liquidate over $33 mil¬ 
lion of merchandise, leav¬ 
ing many area communi¬ 
ties without a video 
rental store. 

Officials said the indus¬ 
try had become too ‘chal¬ 
lenging’ with competition 
from cable providers, 
kiosk operators, subscrip¬ 
tion-based delivery serv¬ 
ices and the Internet. 

It plans to use the pro¬ 
ceeds from liquidation 
sales to fund a proposal 
to pay off its Canadian 
creditors, including land¬ 
lords and employees. 

“People were pretty 
upset when (Movie 
Gallery) closed down ... 
we had a lot of com¬ 
plaints, said Shirley 
Ahlgrim, former manager 
of the Didsbury franchise. 

“I think people still 
want the experience of 
bringing their kids 
uptown and picking out a 


movie." 

She said people have 
been all smiles this past 
week ;is they saw posters 
for Movie Experts taped 
up on the bare windows. 
A few even poked their 
heads in the store to 
watch the progress and 
meet the new owners, 
Riyaz and Nazira Hirji.

Movie Experts, an asso¬ 
ciation with over 300 
independent owners, is 
slowly filling the gap in 
Central Alberta. Elaine 
DeGray, who operates 
Video Box Office in 
Cochrane, added three 
more stores to her propri¬ 
etorship in Sundre, Olds 
and Innisfail. She passed 
up on Didsbury - but the 
Hirji family didn’t. 


The opportunity was 
just too ripe, they said. 

"We know the town was 
really going to miss hav¬ 
ing a video store other¬ 
wise. We wanted to fill 
that gap," Riyaz said. 

This is the first video 
rental store he and his 
wife have owned but his 
relatives operate Movie 
Plus in Calgary and Movie 
Experts stores in 
Laeombe, Chest ermere, 
Wetaskiwin and 

Drumheller. 

“Opening this up has 
been a really fun experi¬ 
ence. I am finding the 
people here so helpful 
and friendly ... they are 
coming up to me while 
I’m at lunch or at the bank 
to tell me how excited 
they are to see this open. 
1 hope we continue to get 
this kind of support,” he 
said. 

By the time the store 
opens this week people 
will have gone almost 
three months without 
access to new movies 
from a rental store in 
their town. Riyaz said 
he’ll be backdating 
movies and bringing them 
forward. 

“I think people will find 
this store will have a 
fresh new face ... but still 
be someplace they’ll con¬ 
tinue to enjoy renting 
from,” Riyaz said.

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Tightened criminal record check 
rules could delay volunteer uptake

It's not always easy finding volunteers - and the process 
could get a lot worse with tightened criminal record check 
mil's, Didsbury organizations say. 

The new screening mil's, introduced quietly last July, mean 
voliuiteers working with the vulnerable, whose organizations 
require criminal record checks, will also lie checked against 
any of the 14,(KM) pardoned sex offenders in a national data- 
l>ase. 

Those with the same hirtlulate and sex as one of the offend¬ 
ers will have to lx' fingerprint i'll to ensure they aren’t in fact 
the offender operating under a new name. The check could 
take up to four months - especially if someone has had past 
dealings with the police - but most people will find the pro¬ 
cessing delay about t wo weeks, police say. 

Rolx'ri Murray, the RCMP’s manager for civil pardons and 
purged services said the fingerprints will be destroyed after 
each search and not retained in any ty|X' of registry. That 
means people may have to be fingerprinted more than once 
if they apply for several jobs in the vulnerable sector. 

“At the end of the day jxxiple were Ix'ing reliant on a sys¬ 
tem to filter out the people who shouldn’t lx* in areas of trust 
and authority," Murray said. 

“We thought the system was sufficient enough in doing 
that, even if someone changed their name, but that wasn’t the 
cast'. There was the possibility that if a name was changed 
that person could slip through the cracks.” 

Mounties became aware offenders could elude detection in 
the volunteer screening system by changing their names in 
the aftermath of media attention in convicted sex offender 
;uul former junior hockey coach, Graham James. 

They changed the system in .July so now people can change 
their names “16 ways to Sunday” but the system will still be 
able to pick them out by their birthdate and fingerprints. It’s 
not the easiest change but it will lx* the most secure, Murray 
said. 


Tire RUMP have been criticized by groups like the B.U. Civil 
Liberties Association, which call the new policy a dispropor¬ 
tionate response to track a tiny number of past offenders. 
They called for police to maintain the national database to 
include name changes. 

Hut Murray said only Altx'ria and B.U. presently fingerprint 
people who change their names and those rules don’t cover 
released sex offenders who change their name through mar¬ 
riage. It just made more sense to adjust the national scnx'it- 
ing system, he said. 

He adds that there’s a ‘fairly strong’ chance your birthdate 
w ill match one in the sex offender database - but Didsbury 
runs 30 to 40 record checks each week and hasn’t come 
across one yet. 

“I’ve only seen one match come up and that was in Sundre 
... a man came in to do a check and it came back flagged and 
we had to take his fingerprints,” said Cpl Warren Wright. 

“But there hasn’t been any conflicts there ... 1 think this is 
jast too new.” 

()rganizal ions who heard last week of the changes say they 
an* concerned about what this might do to the already tight 
jkk)1 of volunteers. If the screening measures make it too dif¬ 
ficult for people to get record checks they might forgo the 
process altogether, said Nicole Aasen, manager of communi¬ 
ty services for the Town of Didsbury. 

“I definitely six* protecting our children as a good thing and 
we (at Neighlxirluxxl Place) support these new measures ... 
but yeah, I can six* this putting off some of our volunteers,” 
she said. 

M,I Paul, owner of Kidshury I Jaycare agrix*s. She “absolute¬ 
ly" believes it will turn olT potential volunteers - a situation 
she “has to face when that moment comes.” 

“It means jxissibly paying more money and a delay so I’m 
not sure how many people will want to do it,” she said. 

“Then again ... you’re kind of stuck between a rock and a 
hard place. A person can’t work in a daycare, volunteer, go on 
a school trip or lx* a soccer coach without a criminal record 
check so they might jast have to go with it.” 


Bench fair brought back

Lone Pine isn’t the only bench fair to squeeze out a 
comeback this year. 

Didsbury is hosting a ‘small’ event during the fall fair, 
this September, after 12 months on the sidelines. It’ll be 
showcased Sept. 11. 

“There were a lot of people disappointed last year ... 
and we got quite a few phone calls asking us if we were 
going to get going again," said Lorna Richmond, 
spokesperson for the Didsbury Ag Society. 

“1 think that’s what swayed us to give the bench fair 
another try." 

The Didsbury event showcased homemade crafts and 
homegrown foods for over two decades before it decided 
to bench it in August 2009. 

There weren’t enough volunteers on rodeo weekend to 
help put on the event - it “had nothing to do with entries,” 
said Ag Society member Bob Davidson last year. 

According to Davidson, 80 to 150 participants used to 
compete in the event each year. 

He said then, lie hoped new life would be breathed into 
the affair but the trends seemed to say otherwise. Bench 
fairs are “going the way of the dodo bird," he said. 

He’s seen 66 per cent of the fairs close shop in the last 
five years as organizations feel the pinch of volunteer 
shortages and financial restraints. 

Lone Pine took a 12-month hiatus before it regrouped 
in August, while Olds shut down this year.

Even participants have noticed the change. 

Hinka Ferguson, a self-proclaimed bench fair buff, said 
the judging contests are a big part of rural Alberta and yet 
she has fewer to attend each year. 

“I really hope itis not something that disappears. These 
are fun little things to go to. You get feedback on your 
crafts or photography and make a little money while 
you're at it." 

Susan Page, organizer of the Lone Pine fair said the lat¬ 
est show has been a large success with a 27 per cent 
increase over 2008. 

People “really missed this I guess," she said, adding the 
popularity could be a hint of things to come - like a long 
future, perhaps. 

Didsbury hopes it means a resurgence of participants 
for its comeback. 

The latest run will feature 14 classes for both adults 
and children - just a taste of this style of competition, 
Richmond said. 

The fair will also feature a pet show, police dog demon¬ 
stration and chili cook-off. 

“Now that we aren’t holding this on rodeo weekend we 
have more volunteers with time to help out here ... I 
think this is going to be great," Richmond said. 

The ag society is hoping to gauge community response 
next week to see if they should make this an annual 
event. 

“What we hope to do is get people together and expand 
the activities we offer throughout the year so we are 
known for more than just the annual rodeo,” she said.

Be honest about sales tax

Relying on 
gambling revenue 
means trouble

Newly released statistics 
showing that gambling and alco¬ 
hol sales now generate more 
revenue in Alberta than either 
conventional crude oil or natu¬ 
ral gas development is bad news 
for Albertans. 

In a province that has always 
relied on petroleum extraction for the majority of 
its income, the very steep rise in gambling revenue 
in particular over the past decade paints a picture 
of a province in a not-too-encouraging transition. 

According to Statistics Canada, liquor sales and 
gambling will pour about $2 billion into provincial 
coffers in the current 2010-11 budget year. Of that 
total, about $1.3 billion will come from gaming and 
lotteries. 

Making Alberta’s economy more diverse - that is, 
making it less reliant on oil and gas and more 
reliant on other economic drivers such as manu¬ 
facturing and tourism - has been on the wish lists 
of both the private and public sectors for decades. 

Yet while the latest statistics show that Alberta’s 
economy is in fact becoming more diverse, that 
diversity has come not from new industries and 
new opportunities, but instead out of the pockets 
of gamblers and drinkers. 

“It (gaming and alcohol) are a reliable source of 
revenue and they (government) depend on it. 
That's the worrisome thing. It's startling and it's 
worrisome,” Robert Williams, a coordinator with 
the Alberta Gaming Research Institute, reportedly 
said. 

Of course much of the gaming and liquor rev¬ 
enue now pouring into provincial coffers is going 
to help community groups and organizations 
through the Alberta Gaming and Liquor 
Commission, building recreation facilities, sup¬ 
porting youth programs and helping fund many, 
many other projects. 

"The grants do go back to support a lot of volun¬ 
teer and community projects and initiatives,” Lynn 
Hutehings-Mah, with the Alberta Gaming and 
Liquor Commission, reportedly said. 

Yet with natural gas revenues continuing a gener¬ 
al decline - down from $6 billion a few years ago 
to under $2 billion last year - the Stelmach govern¬ 
ment has some hard choices to make. 

On one hand, Tory MIAs could start working 
smarter and harder to diversify the economy, play¬ 
ing a much bigger role in fostering the growth of 
the manufacturing and other ‘progressive’ indus¬ 
tries. That, of course, would be to the long-term 
benefit of every Albertan. 

But then again, why would the Stelmach PCs 
want to do all that hard work when it’s probably 
much, much easier to keep on the path they’re 
already on, encouraging Albertans to ‘try their 
luck’ at the VLTs or in the casinos, all the while 
keeping liquor taxes nice and high? 

And who knows, maybe the Tories will even roll 
the dice and bring in a provincial sales tax?

The next time you want to berate a politician for lying, 
think about the price they pay when they serve the truth 
straight up. 

Such is the case with Alberta’s Finance Minister Ted 
Morton, who found himself knee deep in a barnyard for 
simply refusing to feign shock and horror on cue at the 
idea of a provincial sales tax. 

Morion is charged with managing finances in a province 
where resource revenue has provided a long and prof¬ 
itable free ride. Those revenues have helped Alberta 
remain a PST holdout. But with conventional resource 
revenue in steep decline, and the economy in a protract¬ 
ed recession, Alberta is forecasting a $4.8-billion deficit. 

After Morton provided reporters with an update on 
Wednesday, he w as asked what options are being consid¬ 
ered to deal with this financial threat. Everything, Morton 
affirmed. He said the government wants to come up with 
a long-term solution to erratic oil and gas revenues, and 
the Premier's Council for Economic Strategy is examining 
tax options as part of that discussion. 

Would you rule out a provincial salt's tax, he w as asked. 
Morton explained the government has no intention “for 
the time being" of imposing any such tax - honest words, 
but also enough rope to see him hanged next day in the 
province’s daily newspapers. 

“Sales tax on table in Alberta," reported the Calgary 
Herald. 

“Morton doesn’t rule out provincial sales tax," screamed 
the Edmonton 

Sun. 

Opposition parties quickly seized the opportunity to 
make (modest) political hay. 

“We don’t have a revenue problem. We have a spending 
problem,” cracked Liberal MIA Hugh MacDonald. 

“They’ve got to get their spending under control," fumed 
Wildrose Alliance leader Danielle Smith. “This is not going 
to be resolved by just loading up new taxes on Albertans." 

Now, let’s look at his exact words. Morton said: 
“Albertans are rather happy with the fact, and even proud 
of the fact, that there isn’t a sales tax in this province. And 
for the time being this government doesn’t have any inten¬ 
tion of changing that." 

That may not be the easiest, or most politically expedi¬ 
ent answer, but it is the only honest one. 

The easiest answer would have been to say, “Read my 
lips,” or “Over my dead body,” which is basically what 


Premier Ed Stelmach’s office said the next day in a bid to 
limit the political fallout. After all, a provincial sales tax is 
anathema and any government that tries to impose it 
could very well be signing its own death warrant. (Under 
current law, it could only be imposed following a 
provincewide referendum.) 

But, as easy and rewarding as it would be to utter those 
words, it would also be somewhat dishonest. The simple 
truth is that if the economic cards do not fall Alberta’s 
way, new taxation may be the least worst option. 

Certainly, the opposition is right to point out that the 
incumbent Progressive Conservatives have been wasteful 
in their spending. One has to wonder what state this 
province would be in today, if only its government had 
handled those billions of dollars in precious royalties 
more prudently during the boom of the late 1990s and 
early 2000s. 

The same opposition politicians are less right - in fact, 
downright disingenuous - when they assert that cost con¬ 
trols alone will solve our $4.8-billion problem. Alberta 
has a seemingly endless list of infrastructure needs; its 
educational institutions are financially besieged and 
health care is a monster with an insatiable appetite for 
cash. It is an inescapable fact that Alberta needs more 
money than it’s taking in right now to function as a mod¬ 
em province. 

I*ST has been suggested 

It might come as a surprise that some economists actu¬ 
ally think a sales tax would be a good thing for Alberta. In 
2009, Jack Mintz, head of the School of Public Policy at 
the University of Calgary, said a PST of - say - eight per 
cent would be OK, if the revenue was used to reduce per¬ 
sonal and corporate taxes. 

Now, if voters want to be anesthetized by hollow assur¬ 
ances from politicians who know they can’t keep their 
promises, then people like Morton should give up and tell 
them what they want to hear. Benign ignorance is just 
another way of forsaking our democratic rights and obli¬ 
gations. 

If, on the other hand, we want to reward candor, then 
we have to stop punishing politicians who decline to 
deceive. Refusing to rule out a I*ST doesn’t mean we have 
to have one; it just helps Albertans understand the depth 
of our current economic ills. 

That’s worth talking about - honestly.

Should the Alberta government be subsidizing ethanol plants? 


lection of $1.9 million dol¬ 
lars in taxpayer grants. 

In contrast to BP, Cargill, 
and ADM who have 
extremely large balance 
sheets and lots of experi¬ 
ence, Dominion Energy 
Services and Aspen Bio- 
Energy have little 
resources and even less 
experience to build or man¬ 
age a bio-mass ethanol 
plant. Dominion is owned 
by a Florida based hedge 
fund and has said it can 
only proceed if subsidies 
continue. As a former 
hedge fund manager, I can 
say with some confidence, 
hedge funds have been suc¬ 
cessful in making money 
for their hedge fund, but 
there is little evidence to 
support they succeed in 
any other discipline. 

Aspen Bio-Energy Corp 
appears to have less 
resources and less experi¬ 
ence than Dominion. 
Aspen appears to only have 
two employees: Onkar 
Dhaliwai (CEO) and 
Sandip K. Lalli (VP and 
CFO). To date they have 
received a $5 million dollar 
grant from the province, 
and another $400,000 from 
a grant obtained by the 
town of Rimbey. Rimbey 
has also contributed an 
additional $70,000 above 


the designated $400,000 
grant, and has collected 
over $138,000 in an 
account called “Investor 
Contributions". This 

account is disturbing 
because it portrays the 
town as a broker (the 
mayor has charged taxpay¬ 
ers over $18,(KM) in related 
expenses) for Aspen. 
Under normal accounting 
procedures, investor con¬ 
tributions should be listed 
on Aspen’s balance sheet 
— not the town of 
Rimbey’s. I have formally 
requested clarification 
from Rimbey’s town man¬ 
ager, but so far there has 
been no explanation pro¬ 
vided. In summary, Aspen 
has not disclosed any 
financial records to the 
public. I cannot find a 
prospectus, a website or 
any evidence that Aspen is 


risk is never reduced. In 
these types of deals, risk is 
transferred from the 
investor (owner) to the tax¬ 
payers and the unsuspect¬ 
ing farmers who are lulled 
into investing in the plant 
believing this is a great 
opportunity to establish a 
new market. 

Typically, structured 
deals for these ventures 
consist of leveraging the 
borrowing capacity of the 
owner with a large taxpay¬ 
er cash grant to finance 
construction and begin 
operations. It is not uncom¬ 
mon for the plant’s primary 
owner to demand reim¬ 
bursement of their equity 
before any other funds are 
disbursed or distributed. 
Deals structured this way 
generally allow the owner 
to default on obligations 
while still drawing a profit. 
Most all the risk in these 
types of structured deals is 
transferred to the unrepre¬ 
sented, uninformed and 
unsuspecting taxpayers 
and farmers. 

A good example of the 
transfer of risk recently 
surfaced in Billings, 
Montana. The bio-mass 
plant in Billings reportedly 
failed to pay farmers $1.2 
million dollars, while 
investors enjoyed the pro¬ 


act ually searching for 
potential investors, but I 
am told they are searching. 

It is difficult to believe 
that Dominion and Aspen 
can succeed where BP, 
Cargill, and ADM have not. 
After all BP, Cargill, and 
ADM employ thousands of 
scientists and engineers 
that can research these 
matters. Confidence is fur¬ 
ther shattered when 
Rimbey’s officials claim 
Aspen’s new secret tech¬ 
nology will allow them to 
succeed without perpetual 
taxpayer subsidies. 

Ironically this claim is 
being made about a compa¬ 
ny that appears to be solely 
capitalized by government 
grants, and has its investor 
contributions posted to a 
municipality’s balance 
sheet. 

Bio-mass ethanol plants 


may work or may not work 
without massive govern¬ 
ment subsidies. There 
seems to be no end to the 
debate surrounding this 
matter and little in the way 
of answers. Without 
answers it would be wise 
to transparently structure 
the deals for a bio-mass 
ethanol plant to advance 
the interests of the true 
risk takers - the taxpayers 
and farmers. Then again, 
we might be even wiser if 
the government directed 
its subsidies to invest in 
research and development 
in the sciences at the uni¬ 
versity level, rather than 
giving millions of taxpayer 
dollars to private compa¬ 
nies that are skilled at fill 
ingout grant applications.

Laser use dangerous’ 

Five days after a man was arrested for aiming a laser 
pointed at a police helicopter, Didsbury RCMP received 
reports of a laser flashing drivers along llwy 582. 

Cpl. Warren Wright said he's not sure people realize how 
unnerving - and dangerous - a laser can he. 

The Calgary man, Jason John McConnell, 34, aimed a 
class 3B laser, which can damage an eye instantly, at a 
police chopper patrolling above the Franklin LRT station. 
The crew immediately put on protective eyewear as the 
pilot took evasive action. 

On Aug. 21 someone shone a beam into cars driving 
past the Zion Evangelical Missionary Church along Hwy. 
582 - “fortunately no one was injured," Wright said. 

“People might think (the laser) is part of a firearm scope 
and that their lives are at risk or it could blind the driver 
... it’s completely distracting.” 

Police were unable to find the person aiming the laser 
but remain on the lookout. The person could face fines 
under the Traffic Safety Act. 

Low fliers no problem 

Aircraft flying low over the Didsbury area are nothing to 
worry about, police say. 

The Didsbury detachment had several complaints last 
week of an aircraft soaring 500 to 1,000 feet above the 
town.

the police were able to catch up with the duo east of

Cochrane police and a helicopter drafted in from a 
RCMP Musical Ride near Calgary helped surround the 
duo who’d abandoned the truck in a farmer’s field and 
were trying to flee on foot. 

Thirty-seven-year old Lonnie Schwager of Airdrie was 
arrested, along with a 24-year-old woman whose name 
hasn’t yet been released pending charges. She is set to go 
to court Sept. 13. 

Police said then, that they had found a vehicle on the 
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property the two had fled from that had been stolen from 
Carstairs earlier. It was minus rims and tires - though the 
items were never recovered, until now. 

Didsbury RCMP found the tires and rims Thursday 
morning, close to where the suspected robbers were 
nabbed. Further charges could be added to the counts of 
driving, property and mischief offences the couple cur¬ 
rently face.

Kennedy takes reins 
of new policing group

Ian Kennedy is leading the new 
Didsbury Police Advisory Committee into 
elections and full charity status, this fall. 

The Didsbury Chamber of Commerce 
member and local businessman took on 
the role of acting president until the 
fledgling group gains roots in the commu¬ 
nity. He’s getting the ball rolling on earn¬ 
ing it a non-profit status and hopes to 
recruit volunteers to fill positions on the 
board when it holds its next meeting this 
September. 

RCMP Sgt. Jeff Jacobson started this 
group last May, hoping to get community 
organizations involved in being proactive 


against crime. Kennedy says it s a great 
idea. 

“It’s definitely something worthwhile. 
Groups in the community can share infor¬ 
mation and look at the roots of crimes 
happening around here,” he said. 

“Maybe we can stop things like vandal¬ 
ism to the cemetery or host seminars on 
theft and fraud." 

The organization has held two meetings 
since it started May 17 and plans to kick 
into high gear this fall. Once it elects a 
board, it will likely starl turning to the 
general public for support, Kennedy said. 

“We want to get as many people on 
board with this as possible because with¬ 
out support and volunteers this may as 
well be dead in the water."

“We can now go overseas and represent 
our country," said spokesperson Jason 
Philp, who explained up until now 
Canadians had to represent themselves 
individually or join a team from another 
country in order to compete outside of 
Canada. 

The sport, designed to simulate hunting, 
demands the competitor shoot at clay tar¬ 
gets travelling at different angles and 
speeds. 

While most provinces already had an 
association there was no umbrella organi¬ 
zation for the entire country. 

“We had members from Saskatchewan 
and B.C. asking to join the Alberta 
Sporting clays association but they could¬ 
n’t because they weren't from Alberta,” 
explained Harvey on how the ball got 
rolling almost two years ago. He said the 
Alberta association is the largest in 
Canada and members will help govern the 
national association as it gets going and 
starts to sustain itself. 

He said so far members are from 
provinces including Nova Scotia, Quebec, 
Ontario, Manitoba, Alberta, Saskatchewan 
and B.C.

MVC peace officer rides into Wild Pink Yonder 


As the Wild Pink Yonder moved north from Three Hills 
last Thursday, the riders on the trail to a breast cancer 
cure are calling Amanda Stuhl the Wild Pink Yonder’s 
sheriff. 

“I’m not really a sherriff," she says, “I’m a community 
peace officer with Mountain View County. But the riders 
have stuck me with the name, so that’s that.” 

Stuhl, whose home is in Cremona, has been on the trail 
with the Wild Pink Yonder for six of its first 12 days. 

“I’m one of the riders who comes and goes,” she says. 
“Some of us have other obligations and just can’t go the 
whole distance. So we raise w hat money we can, and we 
ride as much of the trail as we can. We just do our best.” 

Stuhl’s best' involves quite a bit more than just the rid¬ 


ing. “I liaise with all the towns and counties along the 
route,” she says. “Someone needs to make sure we have 
all the necessary municipal permits and road use permits, 
and that municipal peace officers and the local RCMP 
know where we are and where we’re going. I take care of 
that." 

Along with ensuring all the paperwork is done, Stuhl 
can also call for traffic control assistance. 

“There are a couple of places where we’ve felt we need¬ 
ed an escort to make sure our horses and riders all stayed 
safe. We had to ask the RCMP for some help near Standoff 
because of heavy traffic, and we’ve also asked them for 
help here and there at particularly busy highway cross¬ 
ings." 


The Wild Pink Yonder is a fundraiser in the battle 
against breast cancer. 

Wild Pink Yonder riders raise money for each day 
they’re on the trail and the ride welcomes donations front 
the public. 

The ride began in Waterton Lakes on August 14, and 
concludes in Sherwood Park this Saturday on Sept. 4-22 
days and more than 500 kilometres later. 

More than 23,000 women in Canada will be diagnosed 
with breast cancer this year alone, and some 5000 of 
those will die of the disease. 

In Canada, one woman in nine can expect to be diag¬ 
nosed with breast cancer during her lifetime.
